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Sturgeon Health Unit 


- 20 years of community service 


On the occasion of the 
20th anniversary of the Stur- 
geon Health Unit, Dr, J. M, 
Howell, MOH, compiled a 
short history of the unit, 
which reveals the very sig- 
nificant progress made in 
health services provided and 
a fine record in preventive 
health care, A digest of the 
report follows: 

The history of health units 
in Alberta dates back to 
1931 when two pilot units 
were founded at High River 
and Red Deer through the 
co-operation of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, When 
these were proved success- 
ful, the provincial govern- 
ment and Local Authorities 
took them over and esta- 
blished several more, but 
the program of expansion 
was halted by the war in 
1939, 

The objectives were to 
bring to residents of rural 
areas public health services 
equivalent to those in the 
cities. The Sturgeon Health 
Unit was formed on Oct, Ist, 
1951, when the Edmonton 
Rural Health Unit was 
divided along the line of 
the North Saskatchewan 
River. 

At the first board meet- 
ing on Oct, 3, 1951, Dr, 
William Cuts was appointed 
chairman, The unit was 
housed in the Qu’Appelle 
Building, Edmonton, and the 
need for a dental service 
was recognized at that first 
meeting. 

The following month Dr, 
J. M. Brown was appointed 
Medical Officer of Health 
and a budget of $33,300 was 
set, Board minutes for 1952 
refer to the need for a 
mental hygiene service, 
problems of accommodation 
and the difficulty in obtain- 
ing a sanitary inspector, 
Eventually the services of 
Mr, C, H, Parkes were ob- 
tained and one af his first 
reports showed a large per- 
centage of wells to be poll- 
uted, 

The Village of Thorhild 
joined the unit in April, 
1952 and the Towns of West- 
lock and Barrhead, the Vill- 
age of Clyde, most of the 
MD of Westlock aad part of 
LD, 108 were added at the 
beginning of December, The 
population served was then 
35,000, the area 2,500 
square miles,

An epidemic of scarlet 
fever was experienced that 
year and whooping cough, 
measles, impetigo, scabies, 
ringworm and poliomyelitis 
were prevalent, The stand- 
ard of sanitation in schools 
was adversely commented 
on in the annual reports of 
1951 and 1952 and the res- 
taurants and community 
halls too were harshly criti- 
cized. 

Shirley Stinson was the 
nurse in the St, Albert - Al- 
comdale area and went ontc 
pursue a distinguished 
career in nursing education, 

The County of Thorhild 
and the newly-formed MD of 
Barrhead were included in 


now six nurses, one sanitary 
inspector and one steno- 
grapher, Mr, John Crozier, 
RR #2, St. Albert, took over 
the chairmanship from Mr. 
T. W, Rowswell, The re- 
maining part of the MD of 
Westlock, the MD of Stur- 
geon River and the Village 
of Radway joined the unit, 
making the population 46,000 

Dental service began in 
1957 with the appointment of 
Dr, L, Murray, shortly after 
Dr, David Stewart arrived 
as MOH It was decided to 
provide a mobile dental ser- 
vice. 

The annual report for 1957 
was reproduced for distri- 
bution to medical students 
in the University of Alberta: 
this close association be- 
tween the unit and the teach- 
ing faculty has continued, 

A long-range planning 
committee was formed tc 
anticipate future develop- 
ments necessitated by arap- 
idly growing population, The 
Village of Gibbons joined the 
unit in January, 1959,

for expansion 


The office by this time 
had become cramped and 
the board sought accommo- 
dation in St, Albert, at the 
Same time sending a reso- 
lution to the minister about 
their being unable to own 
property. A joint committee 
with the St. Albert Board 
of Administrators was esta- 
blished. In one discussion 


the Mayor, Mr, Veness, 
Suggested setting aside a 
portion of the proposed 
general hospital for the 
health unit, a logical idea 
which has _ been revived 


several times since. 


Some ‘‘hardy annuals’’ 
which came up for discuss- 
ion were the appointment 
of welfare officers, the 
grading of restaurants, the 
poor standard of notifica- 
tion of communicable dis- 
eases, problems in referr- 
ing children for eye testing, 
the distribution of free vita- 
mins, continuing problems 
of transport, the need for 
sanitation regulations for 
schools, and the notification 
of elderly people from the 
pension board, The staff had 
increased to 17, including 
establishment for an Assis~ 
tant MOH, and the budget 
fell just short of $120,000,

When the MD of Sturgeon 
became a County on Jan, lst, 
1961, Mr. John Crozier de- 
cided not to seek re-elec- 
tion and resigned from the 
board with many express- 
fons of good wishes, Mr, 
Alphonse Nobert replaced 
him and was elected vice- 
chairman, Accommodation 
of 2,500 square feet in the 
Re-Li Building, St, Albert, 
was obtained on a four-year 
lease, The population passed 
the 50,000 mark, 

Westlock, Gibbons and 
Morinville were developing 
water supplies, while Barr- 
head, Clyde and Westlock 


improved their sewer sys- 
tems, Problems concerning 
refuse disposal, trailer 
parks, antibiotics in milk, 
typhoid carriers and mos- 
quitoe control were dealt

with, By the end of the de- 
cade the impact of the Stur- 
geon Health Unit on the 
health of the community It 
served was clear, 

The following year the 
Town of Beverly and a part 
of the Sturgeon County was 
annexed to the City of Ed- 
monton, Mrs, Mercier, sec- 
retary-treasurer, resigned 
and Mrs. Sylvia Nickerson 
was appointed. Mary Mac- 
Donald resignedin February 
1964, after serving with the 
health unit for 13 years. 
She and the present senior 
nurse Mrs. Gwen Law, pro- 
vide continuity of success- 
fon from before the beginn- 
ing of the health unit, 

The clinic services were 
re-organized on an appoint- 
ment basis, Dr, Hill prepar- 
ed for the board a cost- 
benefit analysis of the work 
of the unit showing how cheap 
the services were when ad- 
ministered in aplanned pro- 
gram, A ‘‘mini-office’’ was 
made available in Thorhild 
and the Sturgeon Hospital 
Board was approached for 
space in the main office of 
the new hospital, This was 
refused but it was intimated 
that a building, on the 
grounds adjacent to the hos- 
pital would be considered, 
It is understood this was 
the intention of the then 
Minister of Health, Dr. Ross 

MOH Dr, Hill’s. report 
on the dangers of glue-sniff- 
ing must have been one of 
the earliest to appear: it 
was reproduced in the Alb- 
erta Medical Bulletin, This 
was a new problem anda 
fore-taste of the more 
serious drug scene which 
was to follow, AVD educa- 
tion campaign was carried 
out, Mrs, Law was appoln- 
ted chairman of the AARN 
Public Health Study Come 
mittee. 

Dr, James Howell arriy- 
ed in August, 1967 and one 
of his initial projects was 
to investigate the value of 
multiphasic screening in a 
rural area, Thorhild was 
chosen and March-April 
1968 saw perhaps the most 
ambitious short-term pro- 
ject the unit has yet under- 
taken, termed ‘Preventl- 
care,’ The evaluation of this 
clinic reached the pages of 
the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal in the form 
of a paper by Dr. Howell 
and a medical student, 

Routine checks of devel- 
opment and hearing were 
introduced for nine-month- 
old babies, An anti-smoking 
clinic was held but the re- 
sults were not too impress- 
ive, This was disappointing; 
as Dr. Delarue said, the 
abolition of cigarette smok- 
ing would do more to foster 
the health of the community 
than any other single pre- 
ventive measure which could 
be envisaged, 


Drug education programs 
were begun for students and 
parents, A brief was sub- 
mitted to the Alberta Mental 
Health Study, 

A hew program was begun 
for pre-school children, 
designed to identify child- 
ren with problems before 
the age ofschool entry, so as 


to increase their capacity 
to learn, 

Some considerable effort 
was made to co-ordinate 
health unit services with 
those of the hospitals. Pre- 
natal classes resulted in 
Westlock and later in St. 
Albert; a scheme to follow 
up discharged patients was 
established; the MOH began 
to play a bigger part in hos- 
pital infection control; an 
agricultural accident survey 
was completed and, most 
important of all, a psychia- 
tric after~care program was

St. Albert protestant 
school trustees, meeting in 
regular session December 
15, received a proposal from 
Mrs. E. M. Martin, assis- 
tant superintendent, regard- 
ing the transportation of stu- 
dents who may have to attend 
school outside their attend- 
ance area. Mrs. Martin had 
prepared awritten submiss- 
ion which was not circulated 
to the press, 

Speaking to the proposal, 
Mrs, Martin said she was 
especially concerned about 
elementary children who 
were not able to attend 
School in their immediate 
area, walking to classes, 
She proposed these young- 
Sters be bused to school, 
even if they are within the 
1 1/2 mile transportation 
limit, 


“What's the difference 
between these kids and the 
kids from Mission Park 
walking to school,’’ asked 
trustee Bill Penrose, It was 
pointed out to Mr, Penrose 
that the department of edu- 
cation had indicated that the 
district would not be penal- 
ized if it provides trans- 
portation for students living 
within one and a half miles 
of the school they must 
attend IF this school is out- 
side their own attendance 
area, In the case of Mission 
Park children walking to 
SAM, no transportation can 
be provided, as SAM is in 
their own attendance area, 

The board agreed to app- 
roach the department of edu- 
cation and obtain permission 
to bus the children as re- 
quested by Mrs, Martin, 


begun with the co-operation

In 1969 Mr, Rene Kam- 
bouroff joined the board and 
was elected vice-chairman 
the following year. The 
board appointed Dr. L, D, 
Nobert, dentist, for one day 
per week and at the same 
time increased the esta- 
blishment for hygienists, An 
intensive campaign to pro- 
mote the use of fluoride 
supplements was begun and 
was highly successful, 

Another staffing develop- 
ment was the decision to 
delegate some ofthe nurses’

This was so successful 
that it was decided to take 
the idea one step further, 
and to advertize for volun- 
teers to undertake these 
same duties, Sixteen women

Wine and cranberry juice 
considered near impossible 
stains can be removed from 
most fabrics if you attend 
to them soon enough. Prompt 
treatment is the key to succ- 
ess, When set by heat or 
age, they may be difficult 
or impossible to remove, 
The longer the stain re- 
mains on the fabric the more 
chance it has to penetrate 
the fibres.

stretch available in a few 
of the active sportswear 
pants, 

In the most suitable type 
ff fabric the filling yarns 
running across the stretch 
wary are usually non- 
stretch wool, or viscose or

An electronic oven cooks with microwave energy. Similar to high frequency radio 
energy, microwaves are transmitted, absorbed and reflected, Heat is produced when 
the microwaves are absorbed, Once they enter the food, the microwaves are converted 
to heat; consequently the food becomes hot and cooks. 

WHAT TYPES OF OVENWARE CAN BE USED TO PREPARE FOOD IN THE MICRO- 
WAVE OVEN? 

Materials such as glass, plastic or paper may be used since they transmit the micro- 
waves, allowing food to be quickly heated, Metal utensils should not be used because 
metal reflects the waves, thus preventing the food from heating. 

ARE MICROW AVE OVENS SAFE? 

Microwave ovens are equipped with built-in safety devices, Upon opening the oven door, 
the movement of microwaves automatically stops, so there is no danger of your coming 
in contact with the microwaves, 

IS SPECIAL WIRING REQUIRED TO INSTALL A PORTABLE MICROW AVE OVEN? 
No special wiring is required for the portable microwave oven, The unit operates on a 
120 volt, 3-wire circuit. It is designed to sit on a counter top. 

DOES THE PORTABLE MICROWAVE OVEN REQUIRE FREQUENT CLEANING? 
Food spills and splatters do not burn on because microwaves do not heat the oven 
interior. The oven can be easily wiped with a damp cloth after every use. 

CAN THE PORTABLE MICROWAVE OVEN COOK ALL KINDS OF FOODS? 

The microwave oven does not perform all cooking chores, For instance, less tender 
cuts of meat require long slow simmering and should be cooked by conventional methods. 
Baked products such as cakes and cookies must be timed closely to prevent overcook- 
ing. As most portable microwave ovens do not have browning units, baked products 
will not brown, Prepared frozen foods are ideal as they can be thawed and heated in a 
few minutes, Leftovers and slightly stale breads and pastries can be reheated and 
freshened in a very short time, 

IS FLAVOR LOST BY COOKING FOODS IN THE MICROWAVE OVEN? 

No, Because the cooking is fast, moisture and flavor are retained, Leftovers which are 
reheated in the microwave are also flavorful. 

DOES THE PORTABLE MICROWAVE OVEN CARRY A GUARANTEE? 

Most manufacturers offer guarantees for replacing or repairing defective parts after 
date of original purchase with normal use, Itis a good idea to inquire about the guaran- 
tee when purchasing a microwave oven, 

HOW MUCH FASTER IS MICROWAVE COOKING THAN CONVENTIONAL COOKING? 
Food preparation time remains the same but generally microwave cooking takes 
approximately one-fourth the time required for conventional cooking, For example, 
a three and half pound roast is cooked in about 30 minutes,

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on the Alexander Reserve - 
a family affair 


Born Marie Louise White, 
Mrs. Leo Kootney was rais- 
ed on the Alexander Re- 
serve, in a log house nestled 
in a grove of evergreen and 
white spruce, not far from 
Sandy Lake, Her father was 
the Cree interpreter for the 
government agents who were 
stationed on the reserve, 
There were 13 children in 
the family, 

“Tt may surprise many to 
know that both my father 
and mother were educated in 
grade schools, and that we 
all slept in beds and lived 
like normal Canadian child- 
ren, we were senttoschool, 
on the reserve and to out- 
side schools, as much as 
circumstances permitted. 
However, like all Cree In- 
dians, we learned very early 
in life that our native tra- 
ditions were very import- 
ant, We were taught to res- 
pect nature and ourenviron- 
ment; we knew not to waste 
food, we respected our eld- 
ers and realized that the 
family unit was the most 
important link in life. Our 
home was the reflection of 
our family,’’ she said. 

At Christmas time the 
humble home of the White 
family was scrubbed and 
cleaned and fresh meat and 
supplies were brought tn, 
Home baking had to be fini- 
shed by Christmas Eve. ‘‘My 
father and grandfathers 
would make extra trips to 
the big department stores 
in Morinville and the local 
grocery store at Riviere 
Qui Barre, and bring back 
parcels that were given to 
the elders for safe keep- 
ing,’’ Mrs. Kootney recalls. 

There was a lotofactivity 
on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 24th, Piles of firewood

were brougit in, ready for 
the cook stove and the big, 
pot-bellied furnace in the 
front room, ‘‘Then, before 
Supper, the tree was brought 
in, and put in a bucket of 
sand and water. The house 
was soon filled with the 
aroma of fresh pine as we 
sat down to our evering 
meal of fish or othersimple 
fare,’’ 

After supper the older 
children in the White family 
helped their parents decor- 
ate the tree with garlands 
of fresh cranberries, white 
cotton balls and natural 
moss, ‘‘Each family had 
their own style of decora- 
ting; we used mainly natural 
items such as bark from 
white spruce, or boughs of 
Jack pines loaded with 
cones.’’ A cardboard fold- 
ing crib scene or a minla- 
ture rough twig crib was put 
under the tree on a bed of 
straw and the Holy Babe 
was laid {n the crib by the 
youngest child in the family. 
The children were sent to 
bed early and each member 
of the family hung up a sock 
on the bedpost or near the 
tree. 

‘*Meanwhile,’’ Mrs, Koot- 
ney recalls, ‘‘the elders in 
the family wrapped up the 
individual gifts. Ifsome old- 
er children and some adults 
found ashes in their socks 
instead of a gift on Christ- 
mas morning, it meant that 
Santa did not have enough 
to go around, and had no 
money to buy more, This 
happened quite often during 
my childhood years, but this 
was accepted by all without 
whimper or tears,’’ 

At 10;30 p.m. Christmas 
Eve the children were wak- 
ened and those going to Mid- 
night Mass at the tiny Miss- 
fon church located four and 
a half miles away, dressed 
warmly, The sleigh, readied 
with fresh straw and hide 
robes, was hitched toateam 
of horses and brought to the 
door. The long trek on the 
home-cut trail, which took 
the family along hills and 
snow laden trees, had be- 
gun, 

‘We would huddle {n the 
straw, covered with the 
robes of buffalo or bear 
hides as well as cow or 
horse hides, As we left our 
home, the tiny kerosene light 
was soon lost in the mid- 
night darkness and thestill- 
ness became an echo of 
jingle bells, as other fam- 
ilies joined the procession 
with their teams, 

The small church was lo- 
cated in a picture cardsett- 
ing on a small hill, windows 
aglow with candlelight, Can+ 
dles decorated the altar and 
there were many colored 
“lampions’’ near the Crib, 
which occupied the place of 
honor, Mrs. Kootney still 
remembers the Christmas 
music from the old pump 


organ played by Miss Marle 
Rose Juneau, later Mrs, 
Henry Vantighem, of RQB 
and now a resident of St. 
Albert. “Our family would 
join the others and there 
usually was standing room 
only, as our pastor, the late 
Father Walter Comire, 
celebrated Mass in Latin, 
The choir, joined by the 
congregation, responded tn 
Latin and Cree,’’ The ser- 
mon was given in Cree, 

After the service every- 
one returned home where 
they were treated to fresh, 
hot bread, home made sau- 
sages and lots of hot coffee 
and tea, Everyone retired 
qufetly and rested until the 
children woke inthe morn- 
ing, and scrambled to find 
their sock and gift. ‘‘It was 
a joyful time for the whole 
family as gifts were opened 
and shared,’’ Mrs, Kootney 
remembers. ‘No matter 
how many socks were fill- 
ed with ashes, everyone 
smiled and enjoyed the fun 
with the little ones.’’

Christmas Day ina Cree 
family is truly a family day. 
The White family usually 
had wild turkey or goose 
for their festive dinner at 
noon; however, some 
Christmases, when times 
were really hard, the family 
had chicken for their Christ- 
mas dinner, Apple or raisin 
ple was the favorite dessert. 
along with mincemeat and 
wild fruit preserves, which 
were always homemade, as 
was ail the Christmas bak- 
ing A special treat were 
soft drinks; tnis was dis- 
tributed among the young- 
sters, a gift from the grand- 
fathers. The adults were 
served native wines, 

“While the children were 
amusing themselves with 
their new toys, and the young 
people enjoyed the company 
of friends and visiting rela- 
tives, the older people had 
sing-songs, accompanied by 
music from the violin or 
drums. The elders recalled 
days of freedom on the 
prairies and told tall tales 
about the buffalo hunts and 
the fishing expeditions to the 
big lakes to the west and 
north.

As many will remember, 
there were very few con- 
veniences onthe farms about 
half acentury ago, sald Allan 
Keane, of Legal. “In the 
country homes, electricity 
was still a long way off.

‘Alladin’ or ‘Coleman’ were 
not at all common in our 
part of the country.’’ Wood 
was used for heating and 
cooking, with very little coal 
being used until a mine was 
started a few years later in 
the Legal area, 

“Although we had many 
wonderful neighbors, 
Christmas is traditionally 
a time for family gatherings 
amt our re-unlons were 
small due to the fact that 
we had only one relative in 
the district, a bachelor 
uncle, who came west short- 
ly after the turn of the cen- 
tury,’’

However, a parcel or two 
always arrived at tne Keane 
home from _ relatives in 
Easiern Canada, There were 
gifts for everyone. The 
thought of not opening these 
till Christmas Day was out 
of the question, Mr. Keane 
said, 

“There is one particum 
Christmas that stands out in 
my memory,’’ Mr. Keane 
sald, “I was about eight 
years old at the time. The 
parcels had arrived from 
the East and were opened 
a few days before Christ- 
mas, Returning home after 
Midnight Mass, Pop unhit- 
ched and tended the horses 
While the fire crackled in 
the stove, Mom prepared 
lunch, We expected, as in 
past years, to find presents 
under the tree, but, alas, 
there were none,'’ 

The children were given 
various reasons as to why 


Santa hadn’t come, but ex- 
cuses are a poor substitute 
for gifts to small children, 
Mr. Keane said. 

“One consolation was that 
the stockings which had been 
hung up were filled with 
nuts and candy. We went to 
bed tired, but still hoping 
that Santa would make an 
appearance before morning. 
Looking back, this must pro- 
bably have been harder on 
our folks than on us kids,’’ 
he sald, 

“Christmas Day, uncle 
arrived early, bringingwhat 
in those days was a real 
treat, a large box of choco- 
lates, and this, along with 
the delicious dinner Mom 
prepared, made the day quite 
pleasant; but we still felt 
Santa had let us down,’’ 

A couple of days later, 
Mr. Keane’s father went to 
the village, and, upon re- 
turning, had great news for 
the family. ‘‘He had met 
Santa on the roud and taken 
a bag of gifts from him, 
because, Pop told us, Santa 
should have visited us on 
Christmas Eve, So we got 
our presents, even though 
a few days late, and I rem- 
ember one toy in particular, 
a kangaroo, I was very 
amusing for us at the time 
because when you pinched 
its tall, it would squeak and 
hop across the floor, with- 
out even pushing it.’’ 

Years later, he sald, his 
own children were given a 
puppy for Christmas, “The 
first they knew about It was 
when they found a little dog 
collar inthe Christmas tree, 
The joy and happiness on 
childrens faces at times like 
these is something to cher- 
ish, 

Many Christmases have 
come and gone. Prosperity 
has come to the district and 
conveniences and comforts 
to our farm homes, Gifts, 
Sometimes quite expensive, 
purchased a month or more 
in advance, are quite com- 
mon now, But, in my mind, 
will never bring back the 
fond memories of that 
Christmas many years 
ago."’

Miss Colon grew up ia 
the village of Anheit, {n the 
province of Liege, Belgium, 
She is the youngest In a 
family of three girls, Am 
helt, a pretty rural village 
Hes in lush, rolling coun- 
try; the malin landmark {s 
St. Martin's Roman Catho= 
lic church, an imposing 
stone structure, which dates 
back to the 14th century, 
Fernande’s father was the 
organist at St. Martin’s; the 
magnificent instrument had 
to be pumped by another man 
when Monsieur Colon played 
ft. **In the 100 foot high 
church tower a carillon 
sounded out the tidings and 
overlooked the village and

lefsa, cheese, fruits and 
coffee and spirits, ‘Usually 
relatives had come for the 
occasion and the evening 
was spent in conversation 
and fun,’’ 

Christmas morning the

“During those days we 
were not only a medical 
doctor, we were nurse, ore 
derly, anesthetist and some- 
times even dentist,’’ said 
Dr. William Cuts of St, Alb- 
ert, recalling the early days 
of his country practice, Dr, 
Cuts pulled teeth for $1 each 
when he first hung out his 


shingle! 
“One particular small 
town I remember, one of 


several along the way, was 
in the early forties and we 
were the only doctor there, 
A large house had been con- 
verted to a hospital by the 
Sisters; we handled ordin- 
ary, every day cases there, 
including maternity, We 
sometimes had five or six 
bables there at one time,” 

Surgery and major cases 
were referred to the bigger 
hospitals. There were three 
other doctors in the area, 
all about 20 miles away, 

“Our practice was mainly 
house calls,’ Dr. Cuts sald, 
‘About one-third of the bab- 
les were delivered at home, 
many mothers prefered this 
to hospital confinement, ’’ 

There was no travelling 
by car during the winter as 
there was no such thing as 
cleared roads. ‘‘Once the 
snow fell, it was there, and 
we just had to make the best 
of it.°° 

Before the snow got too 
deep, Dr, Cuts made his 
calls in his model T Fon, 
which wes equipped with 
chains, ‘‘We were 20 - 30 
miles away from the high- 
way and the roads got pretty 
rough, ’’ 

Dr. Cuts had the good 
fortune to make the acqualn- 
tance of a gentleman who 
had built a ‘snow plane,’ a 
three passenger vehicle 
made from a plane body 
mounted on skis. | 
tlon was by propellor, moun- 
ted on the back, This snow 
plane travelled cross coun- 
try at speeds up to 20 miles 
per hour and had no trouble 
skimming over drifts, ‘We

" would sometimes have to 


push it over bare spots, 
though,’’ remembers Dr, 
Cuts. Thus, Dr. Cuts be- 
came a ‘flying doctor’ with- 
out ever leaving the ground! 

One Christmas Day Dr, 
Cuts was called to a patient 
about 12 miles away; she 
was in labor and needed 
attention, ‘“‘There were no 
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nurses, but quite frequently

“Tt happened in December 
of 1912. My wife Julla was 
30 years old and expecting a 
baby early in January, Iwas 
33 and we already had three 
children, aged 6, 4 and 2; 


two boys and one girl,”

taken a homestead 65 miles 
iorthwest of Edmonton, “It 
was a new district, which

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earlier than expected,’’ he 
recalls. ‘‘The nearest doc- 
tor was 60 miles away and 
our only conveyance was a 
team of oxen and a Hudson 
Bay cart, What to do? 

In half an hour Georges 
Bugnet had milked the cow, 
cared for the cattle, pigs 
and poultry and put the cat 


in the cellar to hunt mice, 
‘‘After supper we told the 
children that they could 


Sleep on our big bed while 
we would sleep upstairs, We 
told them that Pere Noel was 
surely not coming before 
very late next morning. They 
soon were sound asleep.” 
Outside it was white and 
a very still night with the 
temperature around 40-50 
below zero, But inside, the 
family was snug and com- 
fortable with the heater 
warmly caroling as it roas- 
ted chumps of dry tarmmarac, 
Mr, Bugnet remembers. 
“By now my wife was 
quite sure that I would have 
to play the role of mid- 
wife, I hurriedly, but care- 
fully, read about childbirth 
in a medical dictionary and 
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we acted accordingly. 
Around midnight my hands 
were holding a brand new 
baby girl who promptly be- 
gan to cry, waking the child- 
ren downstairs. 

They started asking: 
‘What is that?” I told them, 
just some Kina: of night owl 
on the roof, go to sleep 
or else Pere Noel won't 
come,’ Mr, Bugnet said. 

**After a while, the in- 
fant at her breast, my little, 
smiling wife said softly: 
‘Well, I'm better off than 
poor young Mary in Bethle- 
hem. What time is it” ’ 

Mr. Bugnet said his watch 
showed 13 minutes past mid- 
night. His wife asked: Was 
the baby born on or before 
Christmas Day? 

Georges Bugnet had been 
too busy to look at his watch 
and note the time! 

** That Christmas baby to- 
day is the vigorous mother 
and grandmother of a num- 
erous and fine Canadian 
progeny,” he smiles,

“l remember Christmas 
in Holland up till the time | 
was six,’’ said Johanna 
Huising. Mrs, Hulsing and 
her husband Harold have 
pean Testdents of the Bon 
Accord area for a miiiuc? 
of years, 

“The tree was trimmed 
with the usual pretty balls 
as well as white wax candles 
and sugar cookies, Christ- 
mas in those days meant 
visits with relatives and ex- 
tra goodies,’’ One of the 
traditional Yuletide treats 
in Holland are ‘almond 
rings,’ a flaky, light crust, 
baked in ring form and fill- 
ed with almond paste, This 
is especially good served 
warm, 

For Johanna’s family, 
Christmas meant special 
worship services to cele- 
brate the birth of Christ, 
“Presents were not a part 
of those Christmases,'’ she 
sald, ‘‘In Holland, Sinter- 
klaas brings presents on St, 
Nicholas Day, December 5,"’ 
This is when all Dutchmen 


set out their shoes or clogs

POINSETTIAS (available 
in red, white or pink) will 
reward you with an addit- 
jonal six weeks of flower- 
ing if you give them asteady 
temperature of 65 to 70 de- 
grees in a bright, sunny 
spot away from drafts and 
hot-air registers, Water on- 
ly as the soil appears grey 
and dry. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS are
